This was a suggestion that the students compose the monthly 
prayer letter for distribution to those on the University's mailing list. 

Then Mr. Herbert Birch outlined a program for the various clubs and 
organized groups, whereby they could gather and compile material concern* 
mg Bryan's graduates who are now oh the field of God's service and in die 
"bus: ness world. This information would be given to the students here so 
that they could better present the advantages and needs of Bryan to all with 
whom they deal. 

The last speaker, Mr. Archie KelFer, spoke plainly about quitting a fight 
the dirty way; that is, giving up because the job was too hard and leaving it 
to someone else for completion. 

With one purpose in view, the entire group of students declared their 
support of everything that had been said. A committee, composed of the 
fellows who had spoken, was elected by the students to direct the activities 
of the Mass Student Movement at Bryan University.
